REPLY TO INTERVIEW SUMMARY 

This is in reply to the Interview Summary dated August 26, 2004. 
1. In response to the inquiry by the Examiner, Applicant provides the 
following status of App. Ser. No. 10/050,899 C899 application) and the related 
Continuation-in-Part App. Ser. No. 10/883,000 ('000 application). 
/ 2. The '899 application received a Final Office Action on December 31, 

2003. On February 27, 2004, Applicant filed an Amendment B seeking to bring the 
claims into a condition for allowance. 

3. On March 30, 2004, the Examiner issued an Advisory Action indicating 
that Amendment B would not be entered because it raised new issues requiring 
further consideration. 

4. On June 30, 2004, Applicant filed a Petition seeking a three month 
extension of time in which to respond to or take further action with respect to the 
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Examiner's Office Action of December 31, 2003. Concurrently with the Petition, 
Applicant filed a continuation-in-part application ("CIP"). The utility application 
transmittal Applicant filed with the application is submitted as Exhibit A. The 
transmittal indicates the application was filed as a Continuation-In-Part of the '899 
application. 

5. On August 4, 2004, Examiner Khoa Tran informed Applicant's 
Counsel, via telephone, that the CIP application filed on June 30, 2004 had been 
erroneously treated as an after final amendment. Examiner Tran further advised 
that a corrected CIP transmittal was needed in addition to a filing fee for the CIP. 

6. After the Examiner's telephone call of August 4, 2004, applicant 
received an Official Filing Receipt and Notice to File Missing Parts in relation to 
Applicant's CIP. The filing receipt, a copy of which is attached as Exhibit B, 
indicates that the application was awarded App. Ser. No. 10/883,000 and has been 
given a filing date of June 30, 2004. By way of the Notice to File Missing Parts, 
Applicant has until October 16, 2004, in which to pay the statutory basic filing fee 
and provide an oath or declaration. 

7. Applicant is in the process of gathering the needed declaration and will 
submit the filing fee along with the declaration.
